THE KING MURDER TRIAL. 


The Defendant Continues His Story of the 
Tragedy. 

Mempuis, Tenn., June 15.—The trial of H. 
Clay King was resumed in the criminal court 
this morning. King said he had received 
money from Mrs. Pillow in liquidation of in- 
debtedness to him. Witness never had any 
final settlement with Mrs. Pillow, and she is 
still indebted to him in a large sum. Witness 
believed that Mrs. Pillow and her son-in law, 
Shields, of Birmingham, had entered into a 
conspiracy to defraud him out of his estate, 
to blacken his character, and to take his life. 
Witness thought it necessary to prepare him- 
self and be ready for any emergency. 

Witness went across the street from the 
Memphis and Charleston ticket oftice to gat his 
shoes blackened. Witness was in the habit of 
going to Lee’s cigar store to buy cigars. He 
hada particular brand there he had been 
smoking for twelve months. 

Witness denied having met Malcolm Mc- 
Neill, one of the state witnesses, in Chicago. 
Witness lad a difficulty in Kentucky when he 
was about twenty-one years of age, with a 
young lawyer, who was opposing counsel in 
the oase on trial. They had some controversy 
in the courtroom, and when they came vut the 
young man fired at him and he returned the 
fire. Nobody was hurt and that was the end 
of the affair. 

Witness did not consider the trouble with 
Judge Bigelow a difticulty, though on one occa- 
sion he drew a knife on him, the proposition 
having been made that he was from the north 
and witness from the south, and they would 
fightitout. They did not tight. 

Witness was questioned as to threats made 


against the author, whomsoever he might have 


been, of a certain article that appeared in The 
Memphis Avalanche, that reflected upon him. 
He did not remember having threatened any 
ro 2 the paper, but he sued the paper for 
Ibel. 


Witness' war record was ventilated. He re- 
fused, on one occasion, to serve as lieutenant 
colonel, and for this he was dismissed, or sus- 
pended from the service 

Witness denied thathe sent a message to C. 
P. Campers, an associate counsel in the King- 
Pillaw suit, to the effect that he would kill 
himif hedid not withdraw certain charges 
made in the cross bill filed in the case. 

After asking the witness a few more ques- 
tions of minor importance, the state closed the 
cross-examination. In the redirect examina- 
tion it was brought out that the object of the 
cross bills tiled by Mrs. Pillow, both in Ar- 
Kansas and Tennessee, was to gain possession 
of pera deeded and willed to her. Witness 
had nothing to do with the tiling of the divorce 
bill against his wife. Mrs. Pillow did it her- 
self. D. H. Poston never disclaimed the re- 
sponsibility for the charges made in the cross 
bill against witness and his wife. In the case 
appealed to the supreme court it was held that 
there was no proof of consideration, and that 
the witness was entitled to the property, the 
court deciding the case upon its merit. 

Witness denied that there was anything in 
the King-Pillow litigation that warranted the 
scandalous chatges complained of in the cross 
bill. Witness remembered, with certainty 
what transpired between him an 
Poston att the time of the shooting. 
He no more idea of meeting 
D. H. Poston in front of Lee’s cigar store than 
he had of meeting the man in the moon. Wit- 
ness is not an expert shot; was at one time 
when in the army, but his eyesight is now im- 
perfect and his nerves uusteady. 

After some little discussion among the at- 
torneys as to the points of law involved, and 
after a few more questions to witness of minor 
importance, his examination was concluded. 

William M. Sloge, a witness introduced by 
the defense, recited the facts of the shooting 
as they appeared tohim. Hesaw King and 
deceased standing together facing each other 
about two feet apart. Adjourned until to- 
morrow. | 


YESTERDAY WAS A SCORCHER. 


The Mercury Climbing Over the Top of the 
° Thermometer. 

Boston, June 15.—The thermometer at the 
United States signal office registered 9244 degrees 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon, and on down town 
streets more reliable ones ranged from 94 to 98 de- 
grees. Signal office statistics show this to be the 
hottest June day for eight years, with the excep- 
tion of June 23, 1888, when the minimum temper- 
ature was 96, A brisk westerly breeze tempers the 
heat considerably. 

Reports from Maine points show a range from 
82 to 90, the latter at Portland. Of eighteen towns 
in New Hampshire, but one shows below 90, and 
that is the Fabyan house, where the thermometer 
is 85, while other towns report from 90 to 99, the 
latter figure at Contoocook. White River Junc- 
tion, Vt., reports 92; Woonsocket, R. I., 95; New- 
port, R. I., 78; Springfield, Mass., 94 to 98; Hart- 
ford, Conn., 91. 

THE RECORD BROKEN. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 15.—At 2 o’clock this 
morning The Journal thermometer stood at 73 de- 
grees. At 1:30 o’clock this afternoon it showed 107, 
a rise of 34 degrees in a little over eleven hours, 
This breaks the record. Complaints come from 
all over the state as to the excessively hot weather 
and need of rain, in order to save what little there 
is left of the crops. 

New Yorn, June 15.—The record has been 
broken, and today will pass into history as the 
hottest 15th of June ever recorded. At 8 o’clock 
this morning the thermometer on the street level 
stood at 70 degrees and at noon it had jumped to 
85, but at 2:30 o’clock the record was smashed and 
the mercury indicated 9776. 


THEY MET AND FIRED. 


A Row in Cincinnati Between a Man and 
His Son-in-Law. 

CINCINNATI, June 15.—A sensational shoot- 
ing affair took place this afternoon in a florist's 
establishment between Charles W. White, the 
well-known attorney, and J. P. Slough, his 
son-in-law, recently employed by the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton railroad. Slough 
and his wife have separated and she has 
brought suit for divorce. Slough has made 
charges against her which her father resents, 
and so when they met this afternoon both 
drew revolvers. Ten shots were fired. White 
is badly, possibly fatally, injured, Slough has 
only a wound in his right hand.

CONDONING GRIME FROM THE WHITE HOUSE 


The Report of Comptroller Lacey Fails to Ex- 
plain What the People Want to Know. 
PiousjJohn Is in a Bad Box. 


Wasmxdrox, June 15,—[Special.]—Comp- 
troller of the Currency Lacey’s six-column ex- 
planation and defense of his course in the 
case of the wrecked Keystone bank, of Phila- 
delphia, sent out from here last night, may 
appear satisfactory and plausible to the gen- 
eral reader, who has not watched the case 
closely, but it has signally failed to reassure 
those who have been all along contending that 
the sacerodotal skirts of the administration 
would be cleared. The statement runs to 
special pleading rather than facts, to argu- 
mentative defense rather than details. The 
part devoted to the correspondence is incom- 
plete, and ifit represents all the communica- 
tions received by the comptroller before he 
closed the bank, March 20th, it shows a culpa- 
ble negligence which would warrant the 
comptroller’s instant removal. 

THERE Is MORE BEHIND. 4 

This is probably not true, however. 
There are, doubtless, many other 
telegrams and letters which may be brought 


out now, or they may not, depending upon how 


far Bank Examiner Drew is willing to sacrifice: 
himself to save his superiors. If they are not 
unearthed now, however, they will have to be 
forthcoming when the next democratic con- 
gress investigates this affair. 
THE STING IN THE TAIL. as 

The sting of Mr. Lacey’s statement is in this 
tail. It is contained in that portion which 
comes to the rescue of Postmaster General 
Wanamaker. 

It is probable that this part of the statement, | 
including the two telegrams from the sainted 
Wanamaker, one sent from the white house 
and one from the postoffi ce department, would 
not have been included at all had not one of 
the employesin Mr. Lacey’s office wha was 
permitted to send the statement 
before it was shown to Secretary Foster, 
called Mr. Lacey's attention to the fact 
that they were on the file of 
the department. Those two telegrams, both 
requesting Mr. Lacey to hold up the appoint- 
ment of a receiver at the request of Mr. Marsh, 
the president of the bank, whois now a fugi- 
tive from justice, give the lie direct to Mr. 
Lacey’s oft-repeated assertion that Wanama- 
ker did not attempt to influence him, directly 
or indirectly. It must be remembered that at 
the time these telegrams were sent Marsh was 
a self-confessed criminal, whose arrest Lacey 
had been on the point of ordering, according to 
his own statement, three weeks before, and 
that Wanamaker knew of his criminality 
and had surrendered $150,000 worth of fraudu- 
lent stock which he (Wanamaker) had re- 
ceived from Mr. Lucas, the dead president. 

DEALING WITH A CRIMINAL.

bank. No other interpretation can be placed 
on the action of Wanamaker and Lacey, than 
that they were made parties to an effort to de- 
feat the ends of justice. Unless Wanamaker 
had some ulterior purpose to serve, would he 
have joined hands with Marsh, after the bank 
had been closed, and he (Wanamaker) had 
surrendered his fraudulent stock. The his- 
tory of that seven week’s interval when 
Marsh was moving heaven and earth 
to rehabilitate the bank and Wanamaker 
was aiding him by influencing Lacy 
is what the public would like to know about, 
and is just what Mr. Lacey absolutely ignores. 
It will have to come, however, sooner or later. 
The conspiracy has too many ramifications to 
be smothered. 


THE AGREEMENT SIGNED 


And the President Has Issued a Proclama- 
tion in Regard to the Seal Fisheries. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The president to- 
day issued the following proclamation: 

Whereas, an engagement for a modus 
vivendi between the United States and the 
government of her Brittanic majesty, in rela- 
tion to the fur seal fisheries in Behring sea, 
was concluded on the 15th day of June, in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand eight hundred 
ninety-one, word for word, as follows: 

Agreement between the government of the 
United States and the government of her Brittanic 
majesty for a modus vivendi in relation to the fur 
seal fisheries in Behring sea. For the pu of 
avoiding irritating differences, and with the view 
to promote a friendly settlement of the question 
pending between thetwo governments touching 
their respective rights in Behring sea, and for the 
preservation of the seal species, the following 
agreement is made without prejudice to the 
rights or claims of either party. 

1. Her 3 S will prohibit. until 
May next, seal killing in that part of Behring sea 
lying eastward of the line of demarcation de- 
scribed in article No. 1 of the treaty of 1867 be- 
tween the United States and Russia, and will 
promptly use its best efforts to insure the observ- 
ance a this prohibition by British subjects and 
vessels. 

2. The United States government will prohibit 
seal killing for the same period in the same part 
of Behring sea and on the shores and islands 
thereof, the property of the United States (in ex- 
cess of 7,500 to be taken on the islands for sub- 
sistence and the care of natives), and will promptly 
use its best efforts to insure the observance of 
this 1 by United States citizens and 
vessels. 

3. Every vessel or person offending against this 
prohibition in said waters of Behring sea, out- 
side of the ordinary territorial limits of the 
United States, may seized and detained b 
naval or other duly commissioned officers o 
either of the high contracting parties, but they 
shall be handed over as soon a8 practicable to the 
authorities of the nation to which they respect- 
ively belong, who shall alone have jurisdiction to

DOWN INTO THE RIVER. 


FURTHER PARTICULARS OF THE 
ACCIDENT IN SWITZERLAND. 


ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY LIVES LOST 


By @e Breaking of the Bridge and the 
Plange of the Excursion Train Into the 
River Below—Heartrending Scenes. 


Berne, June 15.—Further details received 
from the scene of the terrible railroad acci- 
dent, which occurred yesterday at a village 
near Bale, on the Moenchenstein and Bale 
raiiroad, show that two engines and three car- 
riages, loaded with excursionists, fell into the 
stream which flowed beneath the iron bridge, 
which gave way and caused the disaster. The 
carriages and engines now form a shapeless 
mass of wreckage beneath the bridge structure, 
and by its own size prevented two other car- 
riages, which were suspended practically in 
the air, from falling, and still further increas- 
ing the number of killed and wounded. 

At this hour eighty excursionists are known 
to have been drowned, though many of the 
bodies have not been recovered yet. Of the 
large number of persons injured many have 
suffered so seriously that itis considered likely 
that their injuries will terminate fatally, as 
they consist of bad lacerations. In some cases 
limbs have been completely severed. 

‘ IT WAS A NEW BRIDGE. 

The bridge, or viaduct, which {collapsed and 
caused the accident, has only recently been 
bullt, and had just been strengthened after 
sustaining damage by the rising of the river. 
Until the bridge is rebuilt traffic over this 
road goes via Mulhausen, and passengers going 
to Moenchenstein are using the ordinary foot 
bridge. 

Later—The total number of people who lost 
their lives yester by the collapse of the 
railroad bridge the Moenchenstein and 
Bale railroad is now placed at 120, with hun- 
dreds more or less injured, citizens of Bale and 
its neighborhood. Engineers who have in- 
spected the bridge since its collapse say that 
the iron work of the structure alone gave way 
and that the masonry work is intact. 

A CITY OF MOURNING. 

Baz, June 15.—Scenes which were truly 
heartrending, were witnessed in this city 
today, when the bodies of a large number of 
victims were brought here from the place 
where the accident occurred, by the sorrowing 
relatives who had gone in search of missing 
husbands, fathers, or brothers, wives, mothers 
or sisters, as the case might be, for representa- 
tives of the majority of the best families of 
Bale left here to attend the music festival. 


bands, and husbands brought home the bodies 
of their wives and children. 

Several families are practically wiped en- 
tirely out of existence by the disaster, the full 
extent of which is not known even at this 
hour. 

Bale is now truly a city of mourning—a place 
of the dead and a scene of bitter desolation 
and mourning. Nearly every family in the 
city may be said to have been touched by the 


calamity, for those families who have not 
actually lost cne of their members have dear 


dead, or among those who are mourning the 
loss of relatives. 

Those who are not afflictedin the manner 
described are either nursing wounded relatives 
or sympathizing with those who have friends 
among the wounded. The latter include so 
many serious injuries that almost each hour 
records another death or another case in which 
the physicians give up all hope of saving the 
patient’s life. 

CARING FOR THE WOUNDED. 

Everything that the local and municipal au- 
thorities can do to help the wounded, ‘recover 
the dead or assist those who have been plunged 
into distress by the fearful railroad wreck, is 
being done. Clergymen, priests and physi- 
cians, a large force of troops and firemen and 
scores of vehicles to be used as ambulances 
have been despatched tothe scene of the 
wreck. Troops and firemen are busily engaged 
in removing the wreckage, recovering the 
bodies of th@ dead and transporting the 
wounded to homes in this city or to hospitals, 

Physicians and ministers of the gospel of all 
denominations are doing noble work in minis- 
tering to the wounded and in comforting the 
bereaved. The neigborhood of the collapsed 
bridge, as this dispatch is sent, resembles in 
many features scenes after battles in the clos- 
ing acts of some warlike struggle. Still moreso 
was this the case during the whole of the past 
night, when the river banks were illuminated 
in a ghastly manner by huge fires built up of 
fir trees. 

Troops and firemen worked wnceasingly 
dragging the river for the dead; nursing the 
wounded and keeping cordons around the 
spots where it was thought advisable not to 
admit the crowd of people who had flocked 
about the broken bridge from every village in 
the canton, for the dreadful news spread in all 
quarters with most astonishing rapidity. 

A WIERD PICTURE. 

Other detachments of troops were attending 
the bivouacs of their comrades asif in actual 
war times, cooks and camp fires not being 
wanting to complete the scene, which was 
most sadly picturesque. Fitting here and 
there were soldiers holding torches on the 
river banks and in boats or on rafts; warning 
cries were exchanged; sharp words of com- 
mand; the moaning and groaning of the 
wounded ; the horrible pile of wreckage, about 
which soldiers and firemen were working like 
beavers; blazing fires here, there and every- 
where; all of which was kept up during the 
night hours and throughout this morning, 
furnishing material for a most realistic battle 
picture. 7 

The work of the soldiers dragging the river 
was greatly impeded by the fact that the stream 
was considerably swollen by the recent melt- 
ing of snows. Thus the water carried many 
of the bodies a long ways down the river, so 
much so that it is expected that several days of 
such dredging work will be required before the 
soldiers’ work will be completed. 

Ghastly is the broken bridge and its en- 
vironments. 

GUARDING THE MORGUE. 

During the work just described there was 
one corner of the dark picture which was the 
center of interest, if only from the fact that it 
was the center of the horror. This spot was

THE PRINCE’S APOLOGY 
— — — 


Given to the House of Commons by Stan- 
hope. 

Lonpon, June 15.—Hon. Edward Stanhope, 
secretary of state for war, replying today in 
the house of commons to a question put by 
William Summers, Gladstone liberal, in re- 
gard to the baccarat scandal, said that Sir 
William Gordon Cumming was the chief per- 
son who had broken faith, because he did not 
report the case to his commanding officer. If 
an offense was committed by any other person 
it couldonly have consisted in advising and 
pressing him to take a different course than 
laid down by army regulations. Of the three 
officers concerned, General Owen Williams 
was a retired officer of the army, and was, 
therefore, not subject to the regulations; but 
the other two—Field Marshal Prince of Wales 
and Lieutenant Berkeley Levett—undoubtedly 
were. The former, said Stanhope, on looking 
back at all the circumstances of the case, had 
authorized him (Stanhope) to say that he now 
saw that an error of judgment had been com- 
mitted.

A TOWN WASHED AWAY. 


A Terrible Cloud- Burst in Greene County, 
Tennessee. 

KNoxvilLx, Tenn., June 15.—[{Special.]— 
At Newmanville, Greere county, Saturday, a 
cloudburst did great damage. The place is 
remote from the railroad and telegraph, but 
information comes today of the calamity. The 
fall of water was something terrific, and a 
small creek became a raging river 100 yards 
wide and many feet deep. The storehouse, 
residence and all outbuildings of T. N. King 
were swept away, the flood coming so quickly 
that he did not have time to even close his 
store doors. The postofflce was kept in his 
store, and everything was lost. An iron safe, 
weighing 1,500 pounds, was carried one-fourth 
of a mile by the force of the water. A num- 
ber of other houses were carried away, and all 
crops along creek bottom land destroyed.

The excitement at this time was intense 
in and about the station house, and the mayor 
was compelled to read the riot act to the 
crowd, which soon dispersed.

General Manager W. H. Green, of the Rich- 
mond and Danville; Pat Calhoun, Esq., gen- 
ereral counsel; Mr. Andrews, the second 
vice president, Captain V. E. McBee, ithe 
Central’s new general superintendent, are in 
the city today. 

They spent the morning at the West Broad 
street offices, and at theshops. This after- 
noon they inspected the wharves. 

At the office they had a talk with all the 
heads of departments. The heads were as- 
sured that business is to go on just as it 
has been in the past. The men were told that 
they need not fear about being discharged; 
faithful men are to be retained. : 

The visiting officials were well pleased with 
the condition of affairs. 

Mr. Green says that ¢Savannah shall have 
far more traffic than she haseverin the past 
by reason of this lease to the Georgia Pacific. 
Savannah will lose nothing, but will gain 
much, he said. Tomorrow these officials go 
out on an inspection of the system. 

PAT CALHOUN TALKS. 

Mr. Pat Calhoun says that the Central’s 
headquarters are to remain in Savannah. This 
city will get a great increase in traffic, 
he believes, and he looks to see 
Savannah grow rapidly. Asked what would 
do Savannah the greatest good, he replied: 

Deep water to the sea. With deep water 
Savannah will quickly jump in population to 
a quarter of a million. N

GOSSIP IN THE STATE, 


The editor of The Brunswick Times, after ob- 
jecting, in vigorous language, to every congress- 
ional suggestion for the redistricting of the state 
has arrived at the following conclusion: 

1. All Georgia is vitally interested in the de- 
velopment of her ports. 2. The ports can be bet- 
ter represented in the congress of the United 
States by separation into different districts. 3. 
Such a special representation of the ports would 
result in obtaining such a just presentation of the 
important relation these ports sustain to domestic 
and foreigu commerce, and such a presentation of 
the need of harbor and port improvements as to 
obtain the money needed for the improvement of 
these ports.. It is only necessary to conclude by 
saying all Georgia is interested in the division of 
the seacoast of rgia into different congress- 
ional districts.“

grantit. In referring to the matter The Augusta 
Evening News says: 

“They have had able and earnest championship 
from the press and from Hon. William H. Flem- 
ing in this direction already, and when their peti- 
tion gets before the assembly in its present direct 
appeal they will have other champions to aid them 
in their appeal for more reasonable hours of labor. 
This is a matter of health and business which the 
employers and employes might settle among them- 
selves, but if a satistactory basis cannot be mutu- 
allyjdetermined, it becomes proper and philan- 
thropic ground for legislative enactment. Let 
the laboring men ap to their lawmakers 
direct, and letthem make the ten-hour law an 
issue, and they will very soon secure what they 
want.’

Of a Demented Negro Woman in Barnes- 
ville. 

BARNESVILLE, Ga., June 15.—[Special.]—

of speed, with no reins in her hands. With 
one hand she held to the seat of the buggy, 
with the other she seized the whip and 
used it on the horse at nearly every 
leap. It was almost a miracle that the 
woman was not hurt nor the horse 
and buggy seriously injured. She drove 
through the principal streets, around the cor- 
ners, on the sidewalks and across the railroad, 
asa wild Indian in a circus ring. Up and 
down hill she went, until she reached the resi- 
dence of Mr. Parker, where the horse tried to 
jump a plank fence into the yard. The horse 
was caught on the fence and held by the 
buggy, and could go no farther, and when Mrs. 
Parker caught up with her, sbe was still whip- 
ping the horse as it hung over the fence. The 
woman had been adjudged insane by a jury 
several days ago, but for some reason had not 
been sent off. The sheriff left with her this 
evening for Milledgeville, and if she goes at 
the same rate she rode in Barnesville this 
morning, they will not be long on the route. 


A RURGLAR KILLED. 


Milton Arnold Has to Pay the Penalty of 
His Crime. 

Sparta, Ga., June 15.—[{Special.}—Milton 
Arnold was caught burglarizing the store of 
Julius Mandle this morning about 3 o’clock, 
and killed by Night Watchman Edward 
Brown, who shot him.

The soldiers are here. 

Everything isin perfect readiness for the 
formal opening of the camp tomorrow. 

The preliminary work bas been done to per- 
fection, and the troops moved into their as- 


‘signed quarters tonight with the promptness 


and precision of veterans. 

The scene tonight suggests one of more than 
@ quarter of a century ago, with the guns 
stacked, bayonets gleaming by the light of 
campfires, groups of uniformed soldiers scat- 
tered about, the snow-white tents and heaps of 
camp equipage, the flags and paraphernalia of 
war, and the military order apparent all 
through the disorder. 

Typed here again, in the sons of men that 
made this spot historic in 63, is a natural 
military spirit and easy adaptability to out-of- 
door life. The soldiers are thoroughly at 
home already, and eager and enthusiastic in 
their work. 

The scenery round about is beautiful beyond 


description. 

The somber outlines of hill and mountain 
crown the horizon in all directions; majestic 
forests fill in the picture; and here, a handfal 
of white in the midst of it all, is the camp. 
There is a rugged and massive grandeur, full 
of inspiration, in these natural surroundings. 

But the camp is a world in itself—an oasis 
of life and activity and bustle and confusion. 

The work in hand is.uppermost in every 
thought here—the beauty of the mountains 
and forests is impressed only at intervals. 

Something to eat—and then the mountains. 

A comfortable cot—and then the forests. 

The rules of the camp first—and then the 
songs and the jokes and the laughter, 

Necessarily there is just yet a baggy and 
tangled condition of baggage, and a mixture 
ofarms, but an hour in the morning will 
straighten that out. 

It Is really wonderful how smoothly and 
quietly everything has worked sofar. The 
secret of it is that every man had to work for 
— 288 comfort, and they all worked with a 
will. 

The troops here are the First regiment and 
the Seventh battalion. 

Co lonel George A. Mercer is in command. 

He is every inch a soldier, and has suc- 
ceeded already in impressing upon all a spirit 
of regularity and military promptness. 

In all, so far as the roster can be made out 
tonight, there are between 900 and 950 men in 
camp. 

There are in all twelve companies—the First 
regiment representing southeast Georgia, and 
the Seventh battalion southwest Georgia. 

Tomorrow, exactly at noon, the flag will be 
run up and the camp formally opened. 

Nearly all the tents are occupied tonight— 
300 of them, seventeen to each com- 
pany, besides the quarters for compan 
and regimental officers, and the cook an 
messrooms, and the bathhouses and stables. 

The troops have had small experience with 
the commissary yet; butthat department is 
popular already. 

Supper was served in tin plates, with table 
equipment in proportion, and a bill of fare 
that wonld look plain on a hotel table, but 
very few people that ate of it could remember 
a supper they enjoyed so much. 

The wateris splendid; the air pure and 
fresh and invigorating; andevenif the com- 
missary should fall short—which he won’t 
do—it will be made up in healthy and vigorous 
appetites.

The Railroads and the People. 

Whenever the railroads of the state 
have been unjustly assailed THE CoNsTI- 
TUTION has been their friend. 

We have stood by them and fought 
their battles when they were in the 
right. It was simply a matter of duty. 
When people invest their money in rail- 
roads they deserve the same just pro- 
tection that is extended to the owners of 
other kinds of property. 

But when we pleaded for the rights of 
the railroads we gave notice that we 
would strike for the people just as vig- 
orously when the railroads were in the 
wrong. 

It will be recollected that one of the 
great arguments in favor of combinations 
and the creation of long lines was that 
it would cheapen rates. The combinations 
have continued until all the important 
lines in this state are under one head. 
Yet, when we ask for a passenger rate of 
2 cents a mile, they raise the cry that it 
will ruin the roads. If we could be con- 
vinced of the truth of that statement our 
request would not be insisted upon. But 
railroad men and those who are employed 
to speak for them occasionally talk very 
extravagantly, They have in some in- 
stances agents who are employed to mis- 
lead the public. Such squeezers get bet- 
ter wages than good railroad men can 
command, and are more rapidly promoted. 

Now, let us examine the facts about the 
2-cent rate. In almost every city or town 
of any importance in Georgia there is a 
ticket scalper, who sells tickets for 2 
cents a mile or less on the railroads. 
The supply of tickets is unlimited. These 
men do a very large business, and they 
have every needed facility to help them. 
Without aid from railroad men high in 
authority the scalpers could not run a 
week, The adoption of the 2-cent rate 
would cause them to lose their business, 
decause there would be no considerable 
margin left for them to work on. 

If the railroads can afford to haul men 
who purchase tickets from scalpers at 2 
cents a mile, why cannot they haul every- 
body for that sum? 

The people are also suffering another 
wrong at the hands of the railroads. The 
freight rates are low enough, but they 
ure violated by some of the railroads 
wery day, and by some of them every 
hour in the day, and there is no remedy 
sxcept through a tedious hearing before 
the commission. The small shipper who 
cannot afford to be discriminated against 
is generally the sufferer. This injustice 
is perpetrated by men who are employed 
on account of their shrewdness in that 
line of business.. We have the interests 
of all in view when we warn the ,ail- 
roads that this mode of transacting bus- 
mess cannot continue. If they put 
their business in the hands of men 
who propose to make profits for them 
by sharp practices, they need not be 
surprised to find themselves rudely 
checked in their career, investigated and 
reformed through the agency of the law. 
In Georgia dishonesty is dishonesty under 
the law, whether it stands by itself or is 
protected and fostered by a big corpora- 
tion. : : 

Dnless there is a change for the bet- 
er, the legislature will be called upon to 
ve the people relief. Why go through 
ill this annoyance only to be defeated at 
ast? The railroads can easily keep out 


not enough to say that De Lesseps misrep- 
resented the cost of the Panama canal and 
its prospects, An estimate of the expense 
of such an enterprise is mere guess-work.

He did his level best, and it is 
even now admitted by the majority of ex- 
perts thatitis possible to carry out his 
plans without spending more money than 
the magnitude and usefulness of such a 
work would amply justify. 

It is disappointing to the shareholders to 
lose their money, because the additional 
amount needed cannot be raised, but they 
should have known at the beginning that 
they were running a risk. They should be 
Willing to take the consequences. It takes 
a very narrow mind to see any criminality 
in De Lesseps’s failure, and it will dishonor 
France if she permits one of her greatest 
and purest men, in his old age, to be 
treated like a felon because he has miscal- 
culated the cost and the difficulties of a 
venture which was intended to be a bless- 
ing to mankind. 


Madness and Mush. 

Colonel H. Clay King, the lawyer now on 
trial at Memphis for killing David Poston, 
counsel for the widow of General Gideon J. 
Pillow, testified Saturday in his own de- 
fense. 

It has been suggested that Colonel King 
is insane, and his statement was the queer- 
est mixture of madness and mush that was 
ever brought before a jury. The defendant 
explained at length his reasons for deeding 
his property to Mrs. Pillow. He said that 
a Platonic friendship existed between Mrs. 
Pillow and himself. ‘‘I gave my property 
to her, he said, for the same reason that 
Agnes in David Copperfield showed a dispo- 
sition to befriend David. I desired to be- 
friend her and thought proper to do so.”’ 

King denied that improper relations ex- 
isted between himself and the lady. He 
lived in her house, leaving his wife and 
children for her companionship. He loved 
his wife until he met Mrs. Pillow, and then 
for several years was completely under the 
influence of that lady. After leaving her he 
returned to his wife and has lived happily 
with her ever since. He said of Mrs. Pil- 
2 1 wanted her as my Agnes, a companion and 
counselor, but did not want her for my wife, un- 
less our honor required that we should marry. 
Mrs. Pillow made a final demand on me to secure 
a divorce from my wife and settle my property on 
her. I told her then that Ifwould not marry her if 
she owned the earth. She left Chicago then and 
went tomy plantationin Arkansas, where she 
took violent possession, and sent me word to sue 
if I wanted to regain it. It was in the suits that 
followed that Mr. David Poston wrote the bill that 
slandered my family. The charges he made were 
aside from the legal merits of the case. 

It seems that when King fell out with his 
Agnes he sued for the recovery of his prop- 
erty, and the language used ina cross bill 
drawn by Poston so enraged him that when 
he met that gentleman he demanded a re- 
traction. In the altercation that followed 
King shot Poston. 

It is a strange, sad story. Mrs. Pillowhas 
always claimed that she loaned King money, 
and that was why his property was conveyed 
to her. King denies borrowing the money, 
and sticks to the statement that he made 
the deed simply on account of his Platonic 
affection forthe woman he chose for his 
Agnes. 

When an old gray-beard, the father of,a 
family, talks such sickening nonsense, and 
believes it, he must be as crazy as a loon. 
There isa strong feeling against King in 
Memphis, but it strikes us that the asylum 
is the place for him, and not the gallows. 


The Approaching Election in England. 

The English parliament has been in office 
now about five years. In 1893 it would be 
barred by the statute of limitation, called 
the septennial act, and the ministry is con- 
sidering what will be the best time within 
the next two years togo tothe country on 
the issues now before it. 

Lord Salisbury’s government has been 
execeedingly fortunate in maintaining it- 
self through many trying situations, and 
during its administration the English flag 
has been far advanced on the outposts, new 
territory has beeen acquired and the admin- 
istration of finance has been so good that 
Mr. Goschen has been able to put forward 
free schools as the last and best bid for pop- 


ularity. The policy of Balfour, though in- 


tensely. unpopular, has succeeded in break- 
ing up the plan of campaign, which was 
the only effective weapon left to the Irish 
tenants against legalized extortion. 

In the presence of new issues growing out 
of the discontent of labor, the home rule 
question does not monopolize public attten- 
tion as it has heretofore, and the factional 
fights among the Irish have thrown a tem- 
porary damper over the ardor of the home 
rulers. In this state of affairs, the conserv- 
atives hope to make a more favorable ver- 
dict from the people that the liberals admit. 
They appear to be rapidly shaping the ends 
of their administration ina tangible form, 
upon which they may make the appeal to 
Cesar. There is no doubt that they intend 
to go to the country next year, both because 
they appear to have things ready and be- 
cause it is not considered dignified to hold 
to power to the last minute. No parliament

The principle of home rule 
cannot be shelved by the fighting of the Kil- 
kenny cats, nor submerged in popular 
clamor, which will subside with the enact- 
ment of the eight-hour bill and the law for 
the freedom of combination. Local self- 
government will be a troublesome issue 
with the English people until it is granted 
to every part of the united kingdom. 


Concerning a Third Party. 

The Montgomery Advertiser takes a 
gloomy view of the political outlook. 

Our contemporary sees appalling dangers 
threatening the democratic party in the 
south, and after quoting from a number of 
alliance resolutions and newspaper articles 
says: 

Does not this array of resolutions, this evidence 
of a general movement, this slanderous campaign 
against the party, warrant the attention of the 
democratic organization? Is it going to continue 
to permit this undermining process to go un- 
checked? Isit going to allow itself maligned 
from one end of the state to the other without 
answer? Is it going to let a mutiny in its ranks 
be developed in plain view without effort to sub- 
due it? Is it going to let the masses of the state 
be led off into the worship of extreme anti-demo- 
cratic, centralizing platforms, policies and false 
leaders without a word of protest? 

It is time the party was beginning to stir itself 
officially. Individual leaders have made up their 
minds to go on the stump in defense of democracy 
and in aggression upon the foes of their party. 
Volunteers are good, but regular soldiers should 
be given a chance toenlist. Will not the mem- 
bers of the state executive committee arouse 
themselves, and signify to Chairman Tompkins 
their conviction that it should meet and begin 
the work of educating the people back into the 
paths of true democracy? The danger to the 
party has not been so great since 1874. The offer- 
ing of antidotes to the poisonin the body politic 
should not be delayed, The work of injection has 
been going on for over two years. One year is 
barely sufficient to undo the evil that has been 
done. There is no time to spare. 

The Advertiser sounds an untimely alarm. 
Its intemperate attack upon the alliance is 
calculated to do harm. In the south the 
members of that great organization are 
democrats. Their patriotism, good citizen- 
ship and integrity cannot be questioned. 
After long years of patient suffering they 
have organized to secure the redress of their 
grievances. Their cause deserves the 
thoughtful consideration of all, and they 
should be heard with attention. If they 
have made mistakes that is no reason why 
they should be assailed and denounced, in 
severe and abusive terms. That is the very 
way to drive them into a third partx. 

If the democrats are consistent—if they 
stick to their present course—if they re- 
main what they should be, the party of the 
people, we need not fear a third party. 

The democrats favor tariff reform, free 
silver, the expansion of the currency, and 
the essential principles back of the Farmers’ 
Alliance. If they will stand by these prin- 
ciples, and send goldbug leaders to the 
rear, all will be well. 

Let us see what the democratic house will 
do this winter, and watch the indications of 
the next national democratic convention. 
There is good reason to believe that the 
party will continue on its present line, and 
make the fact plainly apparent that it repre- 
sents the alliance, the people, the masses in 
their struggle with the privileged classes. 

The democracy will be in no danger from 
a third party unless it pursues a course that 
will cause a general demand for such a 
party.

An Interesting Experiment. 

The Prison Association of Massachusetts 
has just succeeded in getting through the 
legislature a remarkable bill dealing with 
the subject of drunkenness, 

Under the new law a discrimination will 
be made between the man who gets drunk 
occasionally and the one who is habitually 
intoxicated. Whenaman is arrested for 
being intoxicated he will be allowed as soon 
as he gets sober to sign a statement, giving 
his name and residence, and declaring that 
he has not been arrested twice before within 
a year, or that having been so arrested, he 
has been acquitted in one case. Then if the 
station officer has no good reason to doubt 
the statement the prisoner will be released. 
Speaking of this clause in the bill, the secre- 
tary of the prison association says: 


The only cases which will be affected are those 
which deserve this leniency. Every policeman 
has them. Here isa good mechanic or a laborer 
who usualiy works and supports his family. He 
is wellknown to the police as a fairly good citi- 
zen. Unce in a great while he takes a little too 
much, He needs to be taken into custody, either 
for his own protection or in the iuterest of the 
public peace. If he is kept until the next day at 
noon, and then by the court, either 
without a fine cr by paying it, he and his family | 


are both injured; he may lose his place, and, in | 


his discouragement, continue to drink. It is far 
better 
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inebriate will be not fined, but locked up so 
long as the court may decide. In the main 
it is thought that the new law will work 
well. It will restore poor men to their 
families, and not take money from their 


wives and children to pay their fines. It |

The Enquirer-Sun says that after the girl’s first 
day on the streets, she was to the jail 
and then put up for the night with the negroes, 


She was 
crowded ina hot coll with some of the worst 


characters in the jail. 

This is a sad story, and ought to stir the peo- 
ple of Georgia to the discharge of a solemn 
duty which they are neglecting. If this nar- 
rative is true, and we have no ground to be- 
lieve it a falsehood, the punishment of this 
‘frail white girl of only fifteen years” is a dis- 
grace to Columbus and to the people of 
Georgia. 

Let us look at the facts. Here was a white 
girl. She was frail of body. She was only 
fifteen years of age. She was arrested 
for no very grave offense—‘‘disorderly con- 
duct.“ She was sentenced to pay a fine 
of $15, or to serve fifteen days at hard labor. 
She could not pay the fine, for she did not 
seem to have u friend in all the great crowd of 
sightseers.” So she had to go to hard labor on 
the streets of Columbus. So “she was carried 
back to the cell, where she began crying,“ 
showing that this weak, frail creature was not 
entirely abandoned, and that there was hope 
of her redemption. | 

“Ina few minutes}{the Black] Maria was 
backed up to the door, as for some coarse 
merchandise, and she was put in it, with her 
eyes filled with tears.“ Then the two dirty, 
foul-mouthed, swearing wenches and a negro 
man were put into the same vehicle; and they 
were driven to the rock pile, the negro women 
swearing as they went. 

Then when the first day’s toil at the rock 
pile was over with this frail girl of fifteen, 
she was marched to the jail and put up for the 
night in a hot cell with the negroes, “some of 
the worst characters.“ 

Such punishment and such treatment of 2 
young girl of the Anglo-Saxon blood, however 
abandoned she may be, ought to raise a loud 
protest from the whole state. It ought to 
arouse the people of Georgia toa sense of their 
duty. 

This di ful scene is due to the preva- 
lent idea that punishment must cost the state 
nothing. Cheap punishment is the demand of 
the hour. N 

This punishment of this frail girl, without a 
friend in all the earth, did not cost the city of 
Columbus much, when she was thrown in a 
Black Maria with two dirty, swearing, filthy 
negro women, and a negro man, and hauled to 
a rock pile and there made to toll in such so 
ciety at hard labor. It did not even cost 
two trips. All four convicts were carried 
at one load. It did not cost 
the city of Columbus much to march her back 


to the jail at night, after a day’s hard toil at 


the rock pile, and then put her in a hot cell 
with these same filthy, swearing negro 
wenches. This wascheap punishment. She 
made expenses at hard labor at the rock pile, 
some clear money for the city, no doubt. 

It is a source of some gratification that there 
are not many places where this scene could 


have occurred. Still we are all to blame. 


Georgia owes it to herself and her people owe 
it to themselves to have reformatory prisons. 
These prisons will cost something. They are 
cheap at any price. They will save us from 
disgrace, and the contempt of the civilized 
world. They will saveithese poor, frail white 
girls of fifteen years and less. 

The chief object of punishment is the re- 
formation of the criminal.

SUICIDE IN BATTLE. 


The Peculiar Story Which a Veteran Told 
Yesterday. 

A group of old soldiers gathered in the ro- 
tunda of the Kimball house, yesterday, were 
telling stories of field and camp during the 
war, when one of the number gave the follow- 
ing graphic account of the suicide of a federal 
ofticer on the field at Gettysburg: 

It was there,“ said he, “I saw a federal 
officer chagrined because nothing would stay 
the retreat of his men, raise his pistol to his 
head and blow out his brains. 

It happened on the second day’s fight. Gen- 
eral Longstreet had just come up with part of 
his corps from Chambersburg, Pa., and vigor- 
ously assailed Sickles’s corps, which he was 
driving back in great disorder. Sickles halted 
and formed his men in line to receive Long- 
street’s onslaught. 

“It was one of the few times I ever saw 
corps commanders at the front line. Sickles, 
with his staff, was riding among his men en- 
couraging them to withstand the confederate 
assault, while Longstreet, with his staff, and 
Colonel Freemantie, an English officer and 
correspondent of The London Times, were 
cheering our boys to the charge. 

Wo advanced and gave the federals a ter- 
rific volley at close range. They staggered 
under the galling fire, when Longstreet or- 
dered us to give them the bayonets. As the 
men wavered and broke to run, an officer 
stepped to the front, and, with his sword, sig- 
naled them to come back. Again and again 
he waved to his men, but by this time they 
were in full run, and the officer, in his angry 
ee raised his pistol to his head and 

red. 

“When General Longstreet and Colonel 
Freemantle rode up, they looked down at the 
brave union officer, but the tide of battle soon 
swept us on.“

CARS IN WEST END. 


Electric Cara Run on Regular Schedule 


Now. 

West End now revels in the Juxury of elec- 
tric cars. 

Yésterday a fifteen-minute schedule went 
into effect and throughout the day the cars 
run regularly and smoothly. 

The line in this suburb is the same as for- 
merly. The streets are badly torn up with 
the laying of the belgian block 
and the cars were the only con- 
veyances running on them. a 

The first day’s experiment augured well and 
showed that a splendid system will soon be in 
operation. 

The work of laying the track on Whitehall 
street has extended to Hood street. 

The direction of the line will be exactly the 
same as before. 

The single track begins at West End and 
continues to McDaniel street. 

Here the double tracks will be used as far as 
Hunter street. 

At this junction the tracks merge again into 
one, and the railway goes over to Marietta 
street. 

On Whitehall street 125 hands are at work. 
This force will be increased in a few days, and 
by July 15th, at the latest, it is expected that 


use. 

The electric cars will follow the men grad- 
tally. As fast as the tracks 
are laid, the cars will increase their run, 80 
that patrons will get the fullest possible benefit 
of the line, 

When completed a seven-and-a-half minute 
schedule will be used to West End, and from 
there on one of fifteen minutes. 

On Marietta street rail has already been dis- 
tributed. Work on this thoroughfare will be 
taken up as soon as that on Whitehall street is 
concluded—possibly earlier. 

The whole system is expected to be in readi- 
ness by fall. 

All of the rails in the center of the city will 
be the Johnstown rail. Thecity will possess 
the best in use in the country. 

The work on Edgewood avenue is generally 
regarded as the finest anywhere in thp south— 
yet this will be even better. 

One improvement will be the most approved 
joint connection known. At the joints will be 
double brace chairs of rolled steel sixteen 
inches long, clamping the rail on both side. 

This will extend fourinches below and clamp 
an additional girder rail under a joint which 
is four feet long, and two additional chairs 
on the two nearest crossties to the joints. 

The road will be thus almost without joints 
at all. 

The track in the central part ofſthe city will 
be arranged this way. 

Fifteen miles of rails have already been 
bought. 

At the Fulton county motor house 
a new engine is being added. 

This will be of 300-horse power and replaces 
one of 100. This makes two there of 300 and 
250-horse power respectively. 

At the Lynch quarry quarters ten boilers, 
larger than any at present in Atlanta, will soon 
be in use. 

The various new engines will be brought 
here as fast as needed, and the work every- 
where will be pushed to rapid completion.

The recent change in the operating force of 
the Central has given an impetus to this dis- 
cussion. 

Some of the able writers on railroad subjects 
assert that the absorption of the Louisvill 
and Nashville is a part of the Terminal’s plan. 
Others assert with equal positiveness that such 
a project will never—in the present genera- 
tion at least—be carried out. 

The discussion, naturally enough, has been 
participated in by Atlanta railroad circles. 

It the Richmond Terminal wants the Lou- 
isville and Nashville,“ said a well-known 
local railroader yesterday, “it seems to me 
that now is about as good a time as any to get 
it. Why? Because the Louisville and Nash- 
ville stock is now down to where it is hardly 
worth handling, and so it would be a pretty 
good time for the Terminal to come down, un- 
less there is some scheme in hand to run it 
still further down then make the scoop. 

“Why, right now the Louisville and Nash- 
ville is a millstone about the neck of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis—sounds 
a little funny, dosn’t it? - and that road would 
be only too glad to be rid of its influence. The 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis isthe 
only thing that keeps the Louisville and Nash- 
ville going; that is, the loss of the one 
is made up out of the gain of the other, which 
is the reason why the Louisville and Nashville 
wants to get a bigger hold on the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis. 

Just put a pin here. You won't have to 
wait so long as some people try to make you 
believe before you hear of the Louisville and 
Nashville coming under the Richmond Termi- 
nal thumb.” 

Whit Collier Resigns. 

Mr. L. W. Collier, the efficient general agent 
of the Central railroad, has resigned his pres- 
ent position and accepted the general south- 
eastern agency of the Illinois Central. 

Mr. F. X. Drake, who formerly held that 
position, goes to Memphis as assistant general 
freight and passenger agent of the same road. 
Mr. Collier’s headquarters will still be in At- 
lanta. 


Sharing the Profits. 

Mr. George W.. Parker, president and gen- 
eral manager of the St. Louis, Alton and Terre 
Haute, in his annual report, just published, ad- 
vocates dividing profits with employes, which, 
he says, has long beena cherished desire of 
the management. The plan could not be car- 
ried out, because hitherto even the stockhold- 
ers have got no diyidends, but witha favora- 
ble bond market it is hoped to realize suffi- 
cient funds from the bonds received in pay- 
ment fora part of the road recently sold, to 
put the stock on a paying basis.

Four Will Be Brought to Fulton County J 

Today—Marshal Caldwell at the Point 
of Death—Great Excitement There. 


There was tremendous excitement at Lithia 


| Springs yesterday. 


Marshal Caldwell lay at the point of death, 
cut almost in pieces by knives in the hands of 
the rioters Saturday night. 

Bowden was also in bed, bad!

In the jail were the parties arrested Sunday 
suspected with being the rioters. 

All of Sunday night people from the sur- 
rounding country stood about in excited 
groups closely watching the condition of Mar- 
shal Caldwell, and giving in strong terms their 
opinion of the actions of the negroes and their 
white companion. 

Yesterday at Douglasville a committal trial 
Was given the prisoner. Bob Milton, who was 
arrested in Atlanta, was carried to Douglas- 
ville yesterday morning. 

Solicitor John S. Candler, of that circuit, 
went over, and with Attorney Joe James 
prosecuted the case. 

As a result, four of the prisoners were bound 
over, and will be kept in Fulton county jail. 

The four are Jim Hollis, the white man; 
Aleck Garrett, Jim and Dock Bohannon. 

Bob Milton, Mack Linhart and Jim Chandler 
were released. there being no evidence against 
them. 

The trial was largely attended, hundreds of 
people living around Douglasville stopping 
work and going to town. Marshal Caldwell 
was personally known to nearly all, anda 
more popular man does not live in that sec- 
tion. All were his friends, and had his death 
occurred outraged humanity would have made 
a trial of the case unnecessary. 

The evidence brought forth in the trial was 
about as published in yesterday’s ConsriTu- 
TION. 

The attack by the four men bound over apon 
Messrs. Caldwell and Bowden was proven, and 
from the evidence the assault was furious and 
bloodthirsty, the killing of the men attempt- 
ing the arrest being their desire. 

They will be brought to Atlanta today and 
placed in the jail here. 

Marshal Caldwellis in a very precarious 
condition. Three deep cuts were made, any 
two of which were bad enough to produce 
almost instant death to an ordinary man.

He showed that he was thoroughly in sym- 
pathy with the teacher and the great cause 
of public education. 

The doctor spoke with great earnestness 
against the ideas of some of his own denomina- 
tion; who advocated a denominational school 
beside each church. 

Dr. McDonaid was tendered a vote of thanks 
for his learned and instructive lecture. 

Quite a number of newly arived visitors 
were enrolled yesterday, and others will arrive 
daily now, it is expected, until the close of the 
session. 


THE STREET CAVED IN. 


And a Horse Falls with It for a Dozen 
Feet. 

There was a peculiar accident out near the 
corner of West Peachtree and Third streets 
Sunday. 

A portion of the street suddenly caved in, 
belgian blocks and all, falling a distance of 
nearly twelve feet. 

The street looked perfectly safe at this place, 
and has borne the heavy travel without a 
tremor until Sunday. 

On the morning of that day a negro was 
driving the buggy of Mr. Burton Smith, going 
at a leisurely pace. 

Without any warning the street suddenly 
dropped. The break extended for a distance 
of several feet. The horse was immediately 
over the portion caving in, and down he went 
with it, shaking up the buggy and throwing 
the driver out. 

The horse fell completely out of sight, and 
it took three men several hours to extricate 
the animal from the hole. 

The cause of the cave-in seems to have been 
the loose mannerin which the dirt was thrown 
in when the sewer at this place was con- 
structed. The belgian block was then put 
back in place, and afterward the dirt under- 
neath settled, leaving a hollow between it 
and the street above.

A DASTARDLY MURDER. 


Further Particulars of the Killing of Deputy 
Marshal Ezzell in Alabama. 
Yesterday Revenue Agent Chapman re- 
ceived a letter giving further particulars of 
the murderof Deputy Marshal Locke Ezzell 
in Franklin county, Alabama, three weeks 


Ezzell was shot from ambush as he was 
passing along the old Military road, so named 
because Jackson’s army traveled it going 
from Nashville to New Orleans. The murder 
was done near Bear creek between Bel Green 
and Hamilton. Rewards aggregating $1,000 
have been offered for the murderer. 

The scene of the killing is very wild and it 
is said that Jesse James used to retire to that 
section to recuperate. 

The moonshiners there are very desperate. 
The murder of Ezzell occurred very near the 

lace where Bannister and Terrell were mur- 
Senda three years ago. It is about as much as 
a revenue man’s life is worth to go jnto that 
part of Alabama. 

It is believed the murderer of Ezzell will be 
caught.

SUDDENLY. — 


He Was Working Out a Sentence on the 
Street—Taken Suddenly Crazy He Dies 
Soon Afterwards-——A Noted Character. 


A. J. McAllister is dead. 

He was attacked with a strange illness yes- 
terday afternoon and died in a short while. 

There was not a better known character in 
Atlanta shan “Old Man” McAllister, and he 
has fig nspicuously in matters of differ- 
ent character, some not of the best, for all his 
life, 

He has been up before the recorder many 
times of late, and fines to the amount of $50 
stand against him. 

Although unpaid, McAllister was allowed 
to go free to raise the money and pay out. 
Being allowed several days, and the money 
not being forthcoming, he was arrested again 
last Friday afternoon and carried to the station 
house. 

Here he was kept in confinement until yes- 
terday morning, when lhe was carried out to 
the stockade. 

At 11 o’clock he was taken to Simpson 
street, where he was put to work along with the 
other hands. When he left the station house 
he seemed in the best of health, and uttered 
no complaint. 

He went to work on the street in good con- 
dition, and nothing was said about being sick 
until about fifteen minutes before quitting 
time. 

Then he seemed to become suddenly sick, 
attacked by a convulsion of some kind mak- 
ing him act in a crazy manner. 

His condition was noticed, and the old man 
complained that he was too sick to work. 
Putting him in the wagon, a start was made 
to the stockade, but before going far a stop had 


to be made on account of the condition of the 


sick man. 

He was alternately peaceable and violent, 
at times it requiring several men to hold him. 

Near the corner of Simpson and Vine streets 
the wagon was stopped, and the man was car- 
ried into the house of Mr. Charlie Youngberry 
until a doctor could arrive. Word was sent to 
the station house, but before the officers could 
arrive McAllister was dead. 

There were present when he died: Mr. 
Youngberry, Hiram Lee, a colored driver of 
one of the city wagons, and Sarah Jordon, a 
colored woman. 

Just before reaching the house a passing 
physician looked at him and felt his pulse. 
The officers seemed to think him shamming, 
and the doctor told them that if he was not 
shamming he would die within a short time. 

He was placed on a cot in the house and re- 
mained there quietly except for an occasional 
convulsion. The death was sudden, and the 
siek man seemed to be in great pain. 

The ambulance arrived just after the death, 
and the body was at once brought to the city 
and carried to the establishment of Under- 
taker H. M. Patterson. 

McAllister had no relatives here except 
a brother who had not been found at a late 
hour last night. It could not be ascertained 
whether he was in the city or not. 

The cause of the death can not be possibly 
stated. Being a great drinker, and being kept 
from it the past few days, it is thought that 
this and unaccustomed work in the hot sun 
had something to do with it. 

McAllister has lived around Atlanta 
afl his life, and was known by reputation, if 
not personally, to nearly everybody. Just 
after the war, during the reconstruction pe- 
riod, he made quite a name as a dare-devil, 
adventurous sort of a fellow. 

A few years back he was found guilty of 
assault with intent to murder on the person of 
Harvey O’Shields. He was sent to the peni- 
tentiary, where he was a trusty and given a 
great deal of liberty. He was pardoned by 
Governor Stephens before his time was out. 

At his death he was under several bonds on 
various offenses, one being an attack on Ed 
Roe a few weeks since. 

The burial arrangements were not decided 
upon last night. 

A coroner’s inquest will probebly be held to- 
day. 


The Case Postponed. 


The suit of the Blue Ridge Marble Company 
tocompel the Marietta and North Georgia 
road to haul certain marble from Nelson was 
postponed by the United States court yester- 
day to July 6th.

COURT WEEK IN AMERICUS: 
It was court week. The circuit was the one 
which Judge Crisp had presided prior to 
election to congress. For five years before 
that he had been prosecuting attorney in the 
same circuit. The old courthouse, in which 
Judge Crisp has sentenced many men to prison 
anch to death, is still standing. The building, 
however, is unoccupied. Court is held in a 
new . of justice, erected near the water 
tower. The week was to be devoted to the 
trials of 9 charged with offenses ranging 
from gambling to murder. A crowd of blacks 
gathered around the entrance as the hour for 
the opening ‘approached. His Honor, Judge 
Fort, presided. There was no formality 2 
opening the court—no oyez, or an thing of 
that sort. The gallery was — with 
negroes. They are not allowed upon the main 
floor. When the judge took his seat upon the 
bench he swung his easy chair to the right, 
and said: 

“Mr. Clerk, call the panel.“

ad no speaker of the house since the days of 
Howell Cobb. Judge Crisp had been brought 
to the front by northern democrats, his party 
associates in congress, because of his qualifica- 
tions alone. The office was seeking the man, 
and not the man the office. There was another 
outburst of applause. When the roast pig had 
disappeared and the artillery punch had evapo- 
rated, there were loud calls for the judge. 
Straw hat in hand, he responded. He re- 
ferred to the baseless attacks upon his tariff 
reform record as evidence of the bitterness 
of the contest, but had only words of praise 
for his opponents in the race. All were good 
democrats. They had all done their best in 
the great fight against tyranny in the house, 
and they were all entitled to the thanks of 
those who love the republic. As for himself, 
he was in the hands of his friends. He could 
trust them to repel all unjust aspersions, and 
to care for the interest of the party and of the 
country. 

It was a characteristic. speech, and it re- 
ceived characteristic applause. It may have 
a characteristic result.

COMING TO ATLANTA.

The Next Meeting of the American Nurs- 
: erymen’s Association. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 5.—Editor Con- 
stitution: The American Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation, which assembled in annual session 
in this city on Wednesday, closed its labors 
today by selecting Atlanta as the location for 
its next meeting. This selection is a great 
compliment to our capital city, for thislassocia- 
tion is sixteen years old, composed of the most 
intelligent and experienced horticulturists in 


America, having a membership of over 400, 
every state in the union being represented, 
and this is the first time that a southern city 
has been selected as the piace of its meeting, 
although a strong delegation from Texas held 
out the most flattering inducements a year 
ago. The association further honored the 
south by electing Mr. J. Van Lindley, of 
North Carolina, its president. 

The meeting of this association in 
Atlanta next year means much to Georgia. It 
means that the great advantages which Geor- 
gia sses in soil and climate will be brought 
directly to the attention of an intelligent and 
active set of men, who are quick to perceive 
and utilize such advantages. It means that 
through these nurserymen, who are looked up 
to as authorities in horticulture, Georgia’s ad- 
vantages as a fruit-raising section will become 
known to the fruit growers of the entire coun- 
try, and that knowledge must attract to us an 
intelligent and industrious class of citizens. 

I have been very much interested in the 
proceedings of this association, as the discus- 
sions showed how difficult fruit raising is bo- 
coming in a large section of the north, and 
what a large and profitable field lies open for 
the fruit growers of the south. Take Minne- 
sota, for instance. After years of trial it 
has been demonstrated that but a few 
varieties of apples, plums and cherries 
can be grown, and those of comparatively poor 
quality, and in such small quantities that 
even the families of the growers are scarcely 
supplied. The raising of peaches is not even 
attempted. And yet right here in Minneapo- 
lis and St. Paul is a population of 350, 000, 
which must be supplied with fruit from some 
other section. The whole northwest must be 
supplied with the finer fruits from the south. 
And yet there are people in Georgia who 
think the peach market of the worid is going 
to be glutted in a few years because a few 
thousand trees have been planted. If all the 
cotton fields in Georgia were planted in peach 
trees, a market at a fair price would be tound 
for the product. 

Who would have thought, a few years ago, 
that Georgia would be shipping watermelons 
into Minnesota? And yet a large fruit dealer 
told me yesterday that Minneapolis and St. 
Paul would handle ten cars of melons per day 
during the season. ; 

In a few years the Georgia peach will have 
attained an even greater reputation than the 
Georgia watermeion, and that is known ail 
over the country—in fact, it may be called the 
Georgian’s card of introduction, for as soon as 
Georgia is spoken of, the subject of watermel- 
ons is brought up. 

Our fruits are destined to play an important 

art in Georgia’s growth and development, 
— they are attracting to her many of the best 
men inthe country. There are no more ar- 
dent advocates of Georgia than the fruit men 
who have examined her resources. Messrs. 
N. H. Albaugh. of Ohio, and J. H. Hale, of 
Connecticut, both put in a good word for 
Georgia during the meeting of the nursery- 
men’s association, and they are both men of 
intluence. 

I wish I could impress upon every 
land owner in Georgia the importance 
and profit of planting a considerable 

rtion of his acreage in fruit trees, vines and 

rries. By so doing they could make farm- 
ing both pleasant and profitable, and there 
would be less migration from the country to 
the town. 

There is profit and pleasure in the peach and 
goldin the grape, as well as wealth in the 
watermelon.

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AAL COUNCIL YESTERDAY. 


The Body Adjourned to Meet Again this 
Afternoon, When the Regular Work 3 
of the Session Will Be Taken Up. 


A retail liquor, beer and wine license is 
worth $1,000 a year. 

Beer and malt liquors alone can be sold for 
$250 a year. 

But a license for neither can be issued for 
more than six months. 

That's the way the general council fixed it 
yesterday afternoon. 

The body convened in regular session at 3 
o’clock, every membor being present, while a 
large delegation of business men and their at- 
torneys were on hand to ask for changes in 
the tax ordinance, the consideration of which 
had been announced. 

A delegation of ladies was present, too. 

Mrs. Brittain, of the King’s Daughters and 
the Home of the Friendless, was given the 
floor. She made an appeal to the body fora 
special appropriation of $125 to be expended in 
defraying the expenses of four girls to the Home 
of the Good Shepherd in Brooklyn. Mrs. 
Brittain showed the good work she had been 
doing in reclaiming girls this year. Her ap- 
peal was irresistible, and as she sat down Mr. 
Hendrix arose, saying: 

“T move we grant the request.“ 

„J have a resolution on that subject, said 
Mr. Turner, which I desire read.“ 

The resolution provided for the appropria- 
tion of the $125, and it was adopted without a 
dissenting vote. 

A delegation of ladies then appealed to the 
council not to grant any liquor or beer licenses 
out on Marietta street. 

“IT now suggest,’”’ said Mr. Reinhardt, chair- 
man of the tax committee, that we take up 
the tax ordinance for 1891 and place it upon 
its second reading. I see quite a number of 
gentlemen here, too, who would like to be 
heard, so I move that we hear from them all 
before we begin a consideration of the com- 
mittee's report.“ 

Mr. Hamilton Douglas appeared for the 
furniture dealers, asking for a reduction in the 
license tax. 

Hon. W. R. Hammond made a plea for the 
peddlar who was virtually barred by section 
16 of the tax ordinance as submitted by the 
committee. 

Colonel B. F. Abbott, representing the 
cigarette dealers, presented two petitions, one 
from the wholesale house and one from the re- 
tail house and asked fora reduction. 

Colonel W. J. Spears wanted the tax on 
the cemetery company reduced. 

The second reading of the ordinance began. 
It is entitled: 

An ordinance to levy and assess taxes for 
the city of Atlanta for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1892.“ 

The ordinance is similar to the one for 1891. 
It consists of thirty-six sections, and in it 
every line fof business known in the city is 
embraced. It is the best tax ordinance the 
tax committee of the general council ever 
submitted, and though the reading produced 
a great amount of discussion very few changes 


were made. 

Section 16 produced the first discussion. It 
reads: 

Src. 16. All persons coming into the city for the 
purpose of vending patent medicines, exhibiting 
patent rights for sale, or other business not 
enumerated in this ordinance, shall, before doing 
so, apply to the mayor, and at his discretion, the 
tax shall be rated according to the article vended 
and time asked. But no license shall be granted 
to any firm or person to erect a stand, or sell irom 
streets or pavements, any patent medicine, nov- 
elty or article of merchandise generally sold by 
itinerant venders, provided nothing herein con- 
tained shall be so construed as to debar 
an bona fide resident of the city ot 
Atlanta from peddling on the streets under license 
to be nted by the mayor and general council 
on petition; no license shall be issued jor knife- 
boards or any game of chance. Persons using 
“flying jennies” (amount, conditions and price of 
license to be fixed by the mayor), provided no 

ame of chance is played thereat, and provided 

urther, such person obtaining such license shall 
pay the expenses of a policeman, to be selected by 
the police commissioners, and subject to the con- 
trol of the chief of police. 

Mr. McBride wanted to change the ordi- 
nance. He favored granting more latitude to 
the traders. 

„I'm against any change,“ said Mr. Turner. 
“The tax committee has canvassed this thor- 
oughly, and I tell you anything else than this 
section as presented by Chairman Reinhardt 
is an injustice to the merchants of the city 
who pay taxes, rent and gas bills. I therefore 
move the adoption of the section as it stands.“ 

Mr. Holbrook made a strong speech in sup- 
port of Mr. Turner’s resolution. 

Mx. Reinhardt advocated the adoption of the 
section as presented. 

“TI think you are wrong, gentlemen,” said 
Mr. McBride, ‘‘New York, Baltimore, Chicago 
and other great cities have made their reputa- 
tions and their greatness by liberality to all 
trades and business. I say let everybody 
come and sell what they have. I don’t much 
believe in a license tax on merchandise any 
how.“ 

Mr. King wanted to amend by permitting 
the mayor to grant the license subject to the 
action of the council at the subsequent meet- 


ing. 

The amendment was lost and then the sec- 
tion was adopted. 

Section 17 touching street tax was read. It 
provided that all males between sixteen and 
fifty years of age should pay a street tax of $1. 

“On that section, said Mr. Hulsey, I'd 
like to deliver an oration and if I succeed I’ll 
call it the effort of my life. I wasa boy once 
aud I am still with the boys. I’m one of em. 
I don’t believe in making ’em pay street tax 
and I move to strike out sixteen and substi- 
tute twenty-one.” 

Mr. Hulsey's speech produced a general and 
generous applause, and his amendment was 
adopted. 

When the schedule of licenses was taken up 
there were very few changes from the report 
of the committee. 

Breweries were added and are required to 
pay a tax of*$50 a year. 

„Cigarette dealers,“ read Clerk Woodward, 
‘‘or dealers in cigarette paper or tobacco at re- 
tail, whether alone or in connection with any 
other business, per annum, payable only quar- 
terly in advance, 8200.“ 

„Right there,“ said Mr. Hulsey, I want to 
say a word. I think that wrong. I’m op- 
posed to the cigarette sale, but that tax will 
put the trade in the hands of afew. It 
will create a monopoly. I’m opposed to mo- 
nopolies and I move to substitute $25 for 
8200.“ 

Mr. Woodward opposed Mr. 
motion strenuously. 

The section was adopted as read. 

Fortune tellers or astrologers 5200, read 
Clerk Woodward. 8 

„I move to strike that out altogether,“ said 
Mr. Hendrix. I don’t think Atlanta should 
even allow fortune tellers, to say nothing 
about giving them a license.“ 

The motion to strike out was lost, and the 
section as read was adopted. 

Opticians were added to the list and taxed 
at $25 2 year. 

Bootblacks Mr. Hendrix declared a nui- 
sance, and didn’t want to tolerate them. 

Mr. Woodward, Mr. Tye and Mr. McBride 
were for the bootblacks, and the tax on them 


was revoked. 
It was 8 o’clock when the tax ordinance was 


adopted. 
No other business had been touched. 
Mr. Hulsey moved to take a recess until 
Tuesday afternoon at 3 o’clock. | 
Mr. Reinhardt opposed the recess. 
The motion to take the recess was adopted. 
But before the adoption Mr. Reinhardt was 


granted a leave of absence.

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AGRICULTURAL SocrIETY 


Called to Take Action About the State Fair. 
No Better Understanding with the 
Macon Council. 

* 

The matters of the state fair are rapidly ap- 
proaching a crisis. 

The time for opening the fair is only four 
months off, and the decision as to where the 
fair will be held, cannot be long deferred. 

There seems to be no better understanding 
between the fair committee and the city coun- 
cil of Macon, and in the meantime, the golden 
moments of preparation are slipping away. 
The matter seems to have resolved itself into 
the question whether or not there shall 
be a state fair this fall. As it 
is not fora moment supposed that this ques- 
tion will have any but an affirmative answer, 
important action may be looked for at the com- 
ing meeting of the executive committee. 

President Waddell, of the State Agricultural 
Society, it seems, has no authority to call a 
meeting of this committee except upon the as- 
sent of a majority. This he has asked for, and 
will no doubt receive promptly. A meeting of 
the committee will then be called within ten 
days, and will probably be had by the Ist of 
July. 

The premium committee of the state fair has 
been extremely reticent with regard to the 
differences which appear to have existed be- 
tween the committee and the Macon authori- 
ties, but a circular letter, from President Wad- 
dell, addressed to the members of the execu- 
tive committee, has been shown THE ConsrTI- 
TUTION by a member of the committee and the 
document is given in full: 

STATE AGRICULTURAL Socrery, OFFICE OF 
PRESIDENT, ATLANTA, Ga., June 13, 1891,—Dear 
Sir: The premium committee of the state fair 
met on the 10th instant in the city of Macon to 
consider the refusal of the mayor and council of 
that city to accede to certain demands of the com- 
mittee tor reimbursement for monies which the 
society had been compelled to pay or suffer dam- 
age to exhibits, etc., and which, under our con- 
tract, the city of Macon had agreed to pay. 


The committee, with but one dissenting vote, 


resolved to discontinue all preparations for the 
fair at Macon, and remanded the entire matter to 
the executive committee. 

Other expositions have made propositions to 
the society. Idonot think I have any authority 
to entertain any proposition unless it is given by 
the executive commiggee, nor do I think the 
premium committee hal such authority. To reach 
the mind of the committee, the following ques- 
tions are directed to each member, with the re- 
quest for prompt answers: 

1. Shall the entire executive committee be 
called together at an early date to consider the 
differences between the society and the city of 
Macon, or shall action be postponed until the 
regular meeting in August? 

2. If called now, designate your choice of place— 
Macon, Augusta or Atlanta. 

3. In event the committee is not called, do you 
authorize the premium committee to negotiate 
for the fair of 1891 in some other city? 

J. O. WADDELL, President. 

Armed with this circular letter, a reporter 
of Tuk CONSTITUTION sought an interview 
with President Waddell. He found him averse 
to talking about the matter, as he wished first 
to know the mind of the committee. “But,” 
said he, ‘‘that letter is sufficiently plain. The 
differences between the premium committee 
and the mayor and council of 
Macon seem to arise from dit- 
ference in construction of the terms 
of the contract between that city and 
the State Agricultural Society. 

“We agreed to hold at Central City park, 
Macon, Ga., annual state fairs, unless provi- 
dentially hindered. Asaninducement to do 
so, the city of Macon agreed to do certain 
things. The premium committee are satisfied 
that the city authorities of Macon have failed, 
each year for the past four years, to perform 
some of these stipulations. Being thus satis~ 
fied, at the first meeting of the committee a 
demand was made on the mayor and council 
to be reimbursed for sums paid by the society, 
which the city of Macon had agreed to pay. 
The answer of the council was such as to 
satisfy a majority of the committee, that its 
demands would be paid. After a considerable 
time had elapsed, we were answered by the 
council that $87.25 of our claim for $1,022 
would be paid, if we would givea receipt in 
full for all demands. 

„The committee could not agree to this and 
hence discontinued all work for the fair, ad- 
vertising, etc., and remanded the whole mat- 
ter tothe executive committee. 

„There have been many requests from the 
committee to havethe executive committee 
called together. The ietter you have was in 
response to that request. The answers received 
will determine me in the matter of calling the 
committee. I have no personal ambition in 
any way to serve and shall act for the best in- 
terests of the society. The executive com- 
mittee is composed of wise and conservative 
men and can be depended upon to act with 
prudence and fairness.“
